$700 Assessement... 

Lacienski Motion Passes On Sewers

Town Council passed the first of three reading to ap¬ 
prove a new sewer betterment charge of $700 last 
Monday night apparently climaxing a two year council 
battle which has, in effect, steadily lowered the $2,200 
fee proposed in 1981. 

First Reading 

The first reading passed 11-4, receiving the 
necessary ten vote, two-thirds majority of the 
15-member body. 

The $700 assessment is to affect charges to 401 lots 
in the Phase II Sewer Project in Feeding Hills, but was 
not voted on as a standard assessment. 

The $700 charge will not necessarily be applied to 
sewer recipients under the Phase III Sewer Project or 
other future town sewering projects. 

Precinct 2 Councilor Daniel Lacienski led arguments 
for the $700 for Phase II, saying, "A $700 assessment 
would be a fair and equitable amount to charge the 
homeowner. These people have always been willing to 
pay their fair share, but to saddle them with a greater 
expense would be unfair." 

Lacienski stressed that an additional $510 in related 
town charges will be assessed to homeowners over and 
above the $700 betterment fee. 

He went on to note, "To set the record straight over 
the supposed betterment act of 1971, I must tell the 
council that the statute does not say one word about 
sewers, but addresses only streets. 

Proponents of higher betterment assessments had 
argued that the town hod the ordinance to charge 


assessments in the books since 1971, while opponents 
to higher assessments agreed that fees had been 
charged recently, but that the laws allowing for the 
charges had never been adopted. 

The new ordinance will come up for its second coun¬ 
cil reading at the first meeting in June, where the coun¬ 
cil has the option of immediately moving for the third 
reading for final passage of the ordinance. 

Councilors last month nixed the second reading of a 
$1,000 assessment which paved the way for the new 
$700 fee. 

Ask For Clarification 

Lacienski has also said he will seek a clarification of 
a town law which states if the town receives as much 
as 50 percent funding from non-town sources for o 
sewer project, the town is not obligated to absorb any 
of the sewer costs, thus leaving the balance to 
homeowners. 

Town Manager Edward A. Cabo asked Lacienski to 
place his concern in writing and said a response will be 
forthcoming. 

Caba also commented, "I really don't know how the 
town is going to live with a homeowner's assessment 
of $700. 

Councilors voting in favor of the $700 fee were Jack 
Shaughnessy, Dominic Candido, Thomas Coppola, 
Mario DeLucchi, Walter Kerr, Benjamin Lockhart, Peter 
Mazza, Dennis Roberts, Council President Donald 
Rheault, and Lacienski.

For North Agawam... 

Town Closer To 
$700,000 Grant

Town Planner Deborah Dachos today said the town 
has received notificiation from the Executive Office ot 
Community and Developments that Agawam has beer 
requested to tile final application for a $700,000 bioci 
grant for the revitalization of North Agawam 
One Of 35 

Of the 70 cities and towns filing for pre-apphcation, 
Agawam has become one of 35 municipal 'ties re 
quested to submit a final application. 

"Work for the pre-application process will be a rsai 
drop in the bucket compared to the research and 
negotiating for funds we"ll have to conduct to meet 
the July 1 deadline for the final application," said Ms 
Dachos. 

Ms. - Dachos went on to note she is very hopeful for 
Agawam's prospects for receiving the grant "There's 
never a guarantee, but there's no doubt these funds are 
badly needed for North Agawam." 

Ms. Dachos noted North Agawam proportionately 
houses more elderly residents and single parent 
families than any other section of town. It also has an 
older housing and infrastructure which needs state aid 
for repair. 

In the town's report to the state, statistics were cited 
showing over 50 percent of the housing stock had been 
constructed prior to 1940. The report also showed that 
51 of the structures were presently in violation of 
building codes. 

In the report, it was noted that sewers were con¬ 
structed in the 1930's and were suffering from bock 
ups and were providing access for rodens to enter the 
area from the Westfield River. 

To off-set these problems, the town is seeking 
$200,000 from the Community Development Block 
Grant to be supplemented by $100,000 from private in 
vestment to aid in housing rehabilitation. 

Grants and low interest loans to property owners in 
the area will be based on income and need. 

$75,000 In Town Funds 

Ms. Dachos is also seeking $350,000 from the pro¬ 
gram to be supplemented by $75,000 in town funds for 
the rehabilitation of the area's sewers. 

The town's contribution would be allocated for par¬ 
tial engineering, construction, and supervision of the 
project. 

Ms. Dachos also hopes to establish a low interest 
revolving fund for business with $135,000 from the 
block grant and $270,000 in private investment to 
upgrade facades, parking, and signs in the area. 

Study Committee 
Approves Plan

With minimal changes to the original proposal, a 
special committee studying enrollment within the 
Agawam School System has approved recommenda¬ 
tions on elementary redistricting which have drawn 
severe fire from two groups of parents whose children 
will be affected by the shifts. 

At a meeting of the entire Enrollment Studies Com¬ 
mittee last Monday night, the group gave unanimous 
approval to the Elementary Redistricting Subcommit¬ 
tee's plan to shift 62 children from the Barn Road- 
cooper Street area from Robinson to Phelps. No essen¬ 
tial changes were made in the group's original pro¬ 
posal, though some concessions were included follow¬ 
ing public hearings held on May 11th and 12th to ex¬ 
plain the plan to parents. 

The recommendations now go to the School Com¬ 
mittee, which has final approval in authorizing any

Dahdah Reappointed To Liquor Commission 


Town Council Monday night voted to table action on 
Federal Revenue Sharing Funds pending a legal ruling 
whether the council has the right to shift funds from 
Town Manager Edward A. Caba's proposed use of the 
funds in the town budget. 

Sentiment Appeared Split 

Council sentiment appeared split over whether the 
15-member body could appropriate the $500,000 given 
to the town as it sees fit, or whether it could approve or 
reduce the amounts proposed by the town manager 

The matter has come to a boil following two public 
hearings during which Precinct 3 Councilor Jack 
Shaughnessy has proposed alternative uses for the 
funds. 

Shaughnessy seeks to cut funds once allocated tor 
drainage on Forest Hill Road in Feeding Hills and allow

maintained at 25 for grades kindergarten through two 
and at 28 for grades three through five. They indicated 
their feelings that additional teachers and/or aides 
should be placed wherever class loads are in excess of 
these goals. 

At the public hearing held for Robinson Park 
parents, committee members noted that two third 
grade classes at Phelps would rise to 30-plus, and 
therefore, three classes of 20, 21, 22 would be made 

Particular note was made that no additional costs 
for transportation would be involved for redistricting in 
this plan. * * * * * 

In addition to shifting the students from Robinson to 
Phelps, the sub-committee recommended enrolling all 
new kindergarten students in the Butterwood area off 
Adams Street at Clark School beginning this fall. If any 
of these students have older siblings currently amen¬ 
ding Phelps, these brothers or sisters will be allowed to 
switch to Clark in order to keep families together in one 
school. Changes from Clark to Phelps, however, will 
not be allowed. 

n The committee also recom¬ 
mended that a new enroll¬ 
ment study begin early in the 
school year 1986-87. 

Other sub-committee 
reports were adopted 
unanimously by the entire 
Enrollment Studies Commit¬ 
tee with no changes from the 
reports originally submitted. 

Particularly emphasized 
was the committee's desire to 
see the completion of a 
bikepath/walkway from the 
Valentine Terrace area 
through to South Park Ter¬ 
race. This throughway would 
allow for the reduction of one 
bus at Phelps School and the 
possible switch of starting 
times between Phelps and 
Granger Schools which would 
eliminate some of the traffic 
problems created in Feeding 
Hills Center with the same 
starting time set for Granger 
and the Junior High School. 

Locke will present the ap¬ 
proved recommendations to 
the School Committee at its 
Tuesday, May 24th, meeting.

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School Board Pay 
To Remain On Ballot 
After Council Vote 


Planning Office 
Lists Busy Slate

School Committee salaries are to remain on the 
ballot for enactment this November despite a 9-6 Town 
Council vote Monday night which attempted to reverse 
its earlier decision to allow voters the opportunity to 
decide the issue. 

First-Ever Salary 

Councilors had hoped Monday that by negating the 
earlier vote School Committee members could receive 
their first-ever salary by a vote on the council floor. 

The electorate has been left to decide whether 
Agawam will take advantage of state legislation pass¬ 
ed earlier this year which allows school committee 
positions to be funded. 

After the vote School Committee Chairwoman 
Rosemary Sandlin criticized the council's actions in the 
wake of the 15-member body voting itself a pay raise 
last month. 

Mrs. Sandlin said, "The issue will be decided by the 
people this November. We will continue to go about 
our responsibilities as dutifully as possible whichever 
way the vote goes and we plan no campaigning to af¬ 
fect the outcome of this referendum." 

The Agawam ballot question asks for $500 salaries 
for the board's six members and a $750 annual salary 
for the board's chairman. 

The motion to rescind the council's April 4th deci¬ 
sion was initiated by Precinct 4 Councilor Thomas 
Coppola. 

Coppola argued Monday evening, "It seems 
hyprocritical for us to be considering salary hikes for 
other town boards, to have approved a salary increase 
for the next council, and then put the School Commit¬ 
tee, which is responsible for 50 percent of town expen¬ 
ditures, on the ballot for a salary." 

The council voted April 21st to increase annual 
council salaries for the 1984-86 session from the pre¬ 
sent $500 per councilor to $2,000 and $2,500 for the 
council president. 

Although Coppola apparently convinced several 
councilors to reverse their stand taken in April, the 
salary authorization fell one vote .short of the 
necessary 10 vote, two-thirds majority required to nix 
the earlier council vote. 

Precinct 5 Councilor Paul Paleologopoulos argued 
against the council voting on the School Committee's 
salary, saying, "We can afford the opportunity to see if 
the people really want these positions funded. We 
could receive even greater input from the electorate by 
also putting the council's salary on the ballot." 

Several other councilors echoed Paleologopoulos' 
sentiments of placing both items on for referendum, 
but no amended motion to include the council raise on 
the referendum was made. 

Precinct 2 Councilor Walter T. Kerr, who led 
arguments in April to place School Committee salaries 
before the electorate, maintained, "The council has 
received its salary of $500 since the inception of his 
form of government in 1971, 

Never Asked People For School Board 

"The people already voted when approving the town 
charter to fund our positions, but they have never been 
asked whether they approve of funding the school 
board positions. This is a new law and the people 
should decide whether the town should use it." 

Voting to remove the School Committee salaries 
from the ballot were Councilors Dennis Roberts, 
Dominic Candido, Stephen Cincotta, Thomas Coppola, 
Mario DeLucchi, Andrew Gallano, Daniel Lacienski, 
Benjamin Lockhart, and Council President Donald 
Rheault. 

Voting to keep the salaries on the ballot were Coun¬ 
cilors Jack Shaughnessy, Alfred Trehey, Peter Mazza, 
Frederick Nardi, Kerr, and Paleologopoulos.

FIRE - "In The House" 

Fire in the house! It's the one time every member of 
the family may have to fend for himself...yet, often 
tragically, it's the time when the little ones may need 
us most/ Accordingly, when teaching very young 
children about fire, the goal is to teach them the 
behaviors that will help them save their own lives. 

If your child wakes up and the bedroom is full of 
smoke - what will he or she do? Most children naturally 
tend to hide from something that frightens them. Too 
many firemen vividly recall the tiny, asphyxiated body 
they only came upon while cleaning up...because the 
terrified child had hidden in a closet or under a bed and 
died of smoke inhalation. 

Other firefighters will tell you about the child who 
ran from, or even tried to resist, the rescuers, more 
frightened of the fireman than of the fire itself. Fire- 
wise parents train their children against dangerous 
behaviors like these at an early age. Many children can 
absorb fire-safety training in a game form as early as 
the age of three. 

Most easily taught are behaviors that can be 
presented as physical movement games. "Stop, Drop 
and Roll," the defense against clothing fires, and "Stay 
Low and Go" for smoke escape are good examples. 
Both are easily absorbed by three-year-olds if parents 
will teach in frequent, short sessions in which the child 
actually performs the behavior. A child who's been 
taught to "stay low and go" is far less likely to react to 
fire by hiding in a closet. 

Of course, a child's fire training should be part of a 
home escape plan for the whole family. That means

Blue Thunder is A Blunder 

When you see a police drama which involves a great 
deal of physical action, chances are that the story is 
going to be somewhat exaggerated. But to call Blue 
Thunder a farfetched movie is to make the understate¬ 
ment of the year. 

Roy Scheider stars as Frank Murphy, a helicopter 
pilot for the Los Angeles Police Department who's ask¬ 
ed by U.S. military officials to be part of a top secret 
project. 

To Murphy's surprise, the object of this confidential 
operation is the employment of Blue Thunder, a fast, 
futuristic helicopter with powerful weaponry and 
sophisticated computer apparatus. The government 
feels that this flying arsenal would be effective in the 
event of terrorist activity during Los Angeles' 1984 
Olympics. 

Other police officers would be honored to be part of 
such an undertaking, but Murphy becomes suspicious 
of the entire project when he learns that it's being run 
by Colonel Cochrane (Malcolm McDowell), a devious 
soldier whom he fought with in Vietnam. However, his 
suspicions are confirmed when he and his copilot 
(Daniel Stern) use Blue Thunder's video and audio 
equipment to take a conversation about the 
operation's real purpose. 

Blue Thunder is, without a doubt, one of the most 
action-packed films to come to the silver screen in 
years. The last part of the picture deals with a climac¬ 
tic air battle between Blue Thunder (with Murphy in the 
pilot's seat), jet fighters, and more antiquated chop-

pers while Murphy's girl friend (Candy Clark) attempts 
to take the taped conversation to a television station in 
order to expose the government's devious plans. 

However, Blue Thunder’s entertainment value can t 
hide the fact that it becomes silly. Throughout most of 
the movie, the story has a serious tone and we can 
tolerate the less-than-realistic plot. But once the action 
really gets going, director John Badham ( Saturday 
Night Fever) expects us to turn off our brains and just 
absorb whatever he puts on the screen. During the ear¬ 
ly stages of the dogfight, a fast-food chicken stand ex¬ 
plodes and the next thing we see is that the sky is rain¬ 
ing barbequed chickens. Not only is this scene 
hilarious but it's totally inappropriate because this 
slapstick comedy takes away from any serious state¬ 
ment that the film was trying to make. Why Badham 
decided to turn Blue Thunder into an updated version 
of Those Magnificient Men In Their Flying Machines is 

^Another 6 probIem with this film is that the real star is 
Blue Thunder itself. This eye-catching piece of 
machinery upstages everything else in the picture 
because the human characters are about as complex 
and interesting as wax statues. When you see an ac¬ 
tion adventure such as this, you don't expect to have a 
tale in which deep, symbolic characters abound. In the 
case of Blue Thunder, however, we're given just the 
minimum bit of characterization in order for us to 
distinguish the people from the scenery. 

For the most part, the actors don't try to bring their 
characters to life anymore than the script does. 
Scheider [Jaws, All That Jazz) and McDowell (A 
Clockwork Orange. Cat People) just walk through their 
roles and appear as if they can't wait to get out of this 
picture. On the other hand, Stern [Breaking Away, 
Diner) is able to make us like the rookie copilot he por¬ 
trays. 

Although the main purpose of an action drama is to 
give moviegoers exciting entertainment, the film 
shouldn't be so thrilling that we're forced to swallow 
any ludicrous thing that's used to sustain our interest. 
But with Blue Thunder, we aren't asked to suspend our 
disbelief - we're asked to give it an early retirement.

TAX 

TIPS

When we filled out our 
1982 tax return, many tax¬ 
payers were upset over the 
amount of tax that they paid 
for 1982. When I talk to 
many of these taxpayers, I 
find they are generally upset 
over the amount of tax that 
they owe, or that their refund 
is not as large as prior years. 
Actually this is the wrong 
line to get upset over. The 
balance due or refund to be 
received is merely a measure 
of your prepayments to the 
total tax. The taxpayer with 
a very large refund, instead 
of being overjoyed at the 
money to be received should 
view that as an interest free 
loan to the government. 

To find the proper item to 
complain about, you should 
look at line 38, on page 2 of 
Federal Form 1040. This is 
your tax on income, before 
credits, and additional taxes 
such as self-employmnet 
tax. With that amount, you 
should check tax rate 
schedules "X, Y, or Z." Bas¬ 
ed on your taxable income, 
you can determine what 
your marginal tax bracket is. 
The marginal tax bracket is 
that rate of tax that your last 
dollar of income is taxed at. 
You may find that your 
marginal tax rate is 40%, 
the first amount of income 
subject to tax was taxed at 
12%. A single taxpayer with 
taxable income of $34,000, 
would be in the 40% 
marginal tax bracket; and 
the tax on that amount 
would be $8,812. As an 
overall percentage of the 
taxable income it comes out 
to be 25.8%. 

Once you have determin¬ 
ed your marginal tax rate, 
you can look over your 
return to determine what you 
have done to minimize your 
taxes. If you own a home 
and have deductions for 
mortgage interest and real 
estate taxes, then you have 
already have a tax shelter. 

Basically, you had a 
choice to rent, or buy; and 
by purchasing a home, you 
have generated some tax 
deductions which lower your 
taxable income, and your 
tax. In the 40 percent 
marginal tax bracket, that 
means for every $100 you 
have spent on mortgage in¬ 
terest and real estate taxes, 
you saved $40 in tax. 

Figuring your actual tax 
savings may be slightly 
more complicated because 
without the home owner¬ 
ship, you have the effect of a 
standard deduction of 
$2,300; and the deductions 
that you receive are those 
that are in excess of the 
$2,300 standard deduction. 

In some of the future ar¬ 
ticles, we can take a look at 
other types of tax shelters. 
The important thing to 
remember is that the higher 
your marginal tax bracket, 
the more benefit you obtain 
by using tax shelters.

A copy of the letter we sent to all parents, informing 
them of.this obligation is included here for your infor¬ 
mation. Out of 52 families, 30 elected to pay their dues 
and become "active" members of our club and three 
elected to just pay their share for transportation, which 
was $27.50. Where are the other 19? Of the 30 
members, 6 have not supported any function, 8 have 
supported only 1, 6 have supported 2, and the remain¬ 
ing 10 families have supported each function at a total 
contribution of minimum $75.00 and many hours of 
work. 

Whot this means is that there is a handful of people, 
and it's always the same faces, that are paying for a 
free ride for others. I wont to know where the eqiiity is 
in this kind of situation. 

Before 2 16 the clubs' purpose was to provide support 
for our kids, awards and scholarships, and a banquet 
to honor them. Our main objective at this time seems 
to be struggling just to meet the transportation costs 
with very little left over for the rest. This goal becomes 
increasingly more difficult because there is a constant 
barrage of fund raising activities. It was a volunteer 
group, but now there is a cost for each player, and 
some are poying that cost for all. This is not right! It is 
not fair! There ore many who are fed up with it all... 

I am asking you to please come up with a method of 
providing funds for transportation so that each parent 
meets his own obligation. I have come to know and 
love many of the boys through our sports programs, 
and gladly give of my time and energy to each of them 
in appreciation for their hard work and dedication, but 
I will no longer relieve the town or individuals of their 
responsibility to our children.

Dukakis Retreats Position 

Governor Dukakis in a retreat from his previous pro¬ 
posal which called for a change in Proposition 216 this 
week offered a new proposal which does not tamper 
with 216. The former proposal would have allowed 
eleven communities to have an extra year to get to its 
216 levy limit. 

As debate on this issue progressed over the past 
month, controversy and public outcry grew. After 
realizing that public officials were coming under fire, 
the Governor suggested that municipalities facing 
third year tax cuts be allowed to take a loan in advance 
of their future state aid. Under the plan, any 
municipality can draw in advance from its fiscal year 
1985 local aid an amount equal to half the revenue 
loss under Proposition 216 in fiscal year 1984. That 
amount plus 8 percent interest would be deducted from 
that community's 1985 local aid. 

The Governor is requiring that if a community 
chooses to take advantage of this new option, it should 
do so by vote of city council or town meeting. Also this 
must be done within the next few weeks before the 
Legislature takes up the state budget. The reason for 
this is that the Governor is attempting to involve the 
Legislature in this proposal as little as possible and 
handle the proposal administratively. 

It is estimated that if the eleven communities who 
face a 15% property tax cut this year take advantage 
of this option it would cost the state a maximum of $35 
million in the next fiscal year. A line item will be set 
aside in the state budget and in the long run will re¬ 
quire legislative approval. 

As is expected with any proposal regarding locol 
aid, some groups welcome it, some are dissatisfied. 
The original backers of Proposition 216, Citizens for 
Limited Taxation are pleased that an alternative has 
been found as opposed to changing 216. Meanwhile 
the Massachusetts Taxpayers Foundation considers 
the proposal a seriously flawed fiscal policy. 

One unalterable fact still remains, thot after all the 
controversy, the local aid proposal is still uncertain 
and will certainly foster even more heated debate in 
the near future. 


Juvenile Crime Hearing 
Held In Springfield 

Recently a special sub-committee on juvenile crime 
held an important hearing in Springfield. As co- 
chairman of the sub-committee, I was particularly 
pleased that a hearing occurred in Springfield, pro¬ 
viding the opportunity for officials, professionals and 
citizens to offer comments regarding this important 
issue affecting the greater Springfield community. 

The sub-committee has been authorized by the 
Judiciary Committee to study the juvenile court pro¬ 
cedures and its correction system. 

The hearing in Springfield was very informative and 
provided input from a broad range of perspectives. The 
sub-committee was privileged to hear testimony from 
State Senator Martin Reilly - D. Spfld., Hampden Coun¬ 
ty District Attorney Matthew Ryan and an extensive 
case history by assistant district attorney, Joe 
Pessalano and remarks by Hampden County Sheriff 
Michael Ashe. In addition testimony was presented by 
Agawam's chief of police, Stanley Chimilewski, school 
officials, Department of Youth Services, Department of 
Social Service, organizations providing services for 
juvenile offenders, victims of juvenile crime, a parent 
of a juvenile offender and many others. 

The testimony presented at the hearing revealed 
many key issues which affect the state's capability to 
address effectively the juvenile crime problem. The 
issues included granting authority to judges to 
sentence juvenile offenders to specific time in a DYS 
secure treatment facility. Currently a judge can only 
direct a juvenile delinquent to DYS, whereupon DYS 
assumes complete custody and is responsible for the 
type of placement and length of time that the juvenile 
must remain under DYS-authority. 

The need for more DYS secure treatment beds. Cur¬ 
rently there are 108 in the Commonwealth. Juvenile 
courts are too lenient and permissive. DYS returns of¬ 
fenders back to the community prematurely. 

The need to strengthen truancy laws. The recividism 
rate (repeat offenders) is much higher for juveniles than 
adults. 

The need to have juveniles pay restitution to victims 
of property crimes. The need for more psychiatric treat¬ 
ment for emotionally disturbed offenders and finally 
the need to allow juveniles 15 years and older who 
commit serious offenses to be charged as adults. 

These and other issues reflect the complexity and 
'hallenge the state faces in dealing with juvenile 
crime. It has been over 10 years since the state 
dismantled the juvenile reform schools and instituted 
the present system. The committee's role will be to 
analyze the information it has obtained and make 
recommendations to the judiciary committee. 
Ultimately, the juvenile justice system should function 
to deter criminal activity and help youth become pro¬ 
ductive adult citizens. To this end the committee will 

address its efforts. _

The leaves have burst from their buds and the in¬ 
sects have reached their flying stage, a phenomenon of 
nature that takes place each May. The anxious breed, 
the trout fishermen, are walking lightly and have that 
popular glint in their eyes. The trout are rising for hat¬ 
ches on the rivers and streams. 

It is a pleasure to watch a patient mortal float a dry 
fly down through a ripple and into a quiet piece of 
water on a bubbling stream. A twitch of the tip of the 
rod and the fly dances on top of the water; suddenly 
there is a swirl of water, the rod tip is bent and throbb¬ 
ing up and down with a fighting fish trying its 
darnedest to spit out the artificial morsel on the end of 
the line. 

It is a pleasure to observe an artist such as Sam Pro¬ 
vo, retired fireman, work a nymph created by him, 
through swift water and deep pools. The observer 
wonders when the fish mouthed the nymph, for Sam is 
playing a fighting trout without any warning or fanfare. 

The art of nymph fishing is being able to feel that 
slight bump or hesitation caused when the fish sucks 
int he tasty imitation. Almost immediately, the ruse is 
discovered and the fly is spit out by the disgusted trout. 
The time is very short from the bump to the rejection by 
the fish, so the artistic angler has developed that knack 
of setting the hook with the nymph is in the fish's 
mouth. Sam has no equal! 

Sam has been fishing his favorite river, the Farm¬ 
ington, regularly since the high water receded. His 
complaint is that the fish stocked are very small. I have 
heard this from several sources lately. I have no ready 
answer, gentlemen. 

Connecticut Bowhunting 

The DEP of Connecticut reminds archers that this 
year, for the first time, they need to purchase an ar¬ 
chery hunting license to be eligible to apply for 
statewide archery deer permits. 

The 1983 archery hunting licenses are available now 
at town clerks' offices and participating sporting goods 
dealers. A non-resident archery hunting license is 
$16.00, a resident license in $9.00. 

Applications for archery deer permits are available 
now. All archery deer permits are $5.00. Completed 
deer applications should be returned, with checks, to 
DEP's Licensing Unit after July 1, and at least three 
weeks prior to the archery season beginning October 
1st to assure that permits will be received by opening 
day. 

Take Caution With Bears 

Bears are coming out of hibernation now. Some of 
the females will have cubs with them. These animals 
can be very dangerous at this time. If you should have 
the misfortune to bump into a bear the best procedure 
to follow is identify yourself as a human by talking 
quietly to the bear and then back off slowly. If the bear 
is upset you'll be able to tell. It often clicks its teeth, 
hisses, stomps its front feet, flattens its ears and 
sometimes even curls its lips like a dog, but to a lesser 
extent. Just Leave! You can't outrun or outclimb a 
bear; any bear is much stronger than you are.
